Revised  Directives  on  Examination  Writing 
Provisions 

As  a result  of  consultations  held  in  March, 
revisions  have  been  made  to  the  policies  for 
students  with  learning  disabilities  and  students 
with  physical  disabilities  who  are  writing  diploma 
examinations.  The  two  separate  policies  have 
been  combined  and  updated.  One  significant 
change  is  that  the  use  of  examination  writing 
accommodations  will  no  longer  be  noted  on 
student  transcripts.  The  revised  policy  is 
published  in  the  General  Information  Bulletin: 
Diploma  Examinations  Program,  1998-99 
School  Year  as  an  interim  policy  for  this  school 
year,  allowing  an  opportunity  for  additional 
feedback.

Revised  Calculator  Policy 

A revised  policy  on  the  use  of  calculators  in 
writing  mathematics/sciences  diploma 
examinations  is  scheduled  to  go  into  effect  in 
the  2000-2001  school  year.  This  new  policy 
has  been  made  available  to  schools  to  facilitate 
program  planning  for  students  who  entered 
Grade  10  in  the  fall  of  1998. 

The  main  change  that  the  new  policy  will  bring 
into  effect  for  diploma  examinations  in  the 
2000-2001  school  year  is  that  students  must 
use  a graphing  calculator  when  writing  a 
mathematics  diploma  examination;  this  will  no 
longer  be  just  an  option.  As  well,  students  will 
be  required  to  clear  the  memory  in  their 
calculators  completely  before  writing  an 
examination.  A list  of  approved  calculators  is 
included  in  the  new  policy.  To  ensure  that 
schools  and  students  have  access  to  approved 
calculators,  the  LRDC  will  be  stocking  a range 
of  calcufators  from  the  approved  list. 

Students  enrolling  in  the  applied  and  pure 
mathematics  programs  will  need  access  to  a 
graphing  calculator,  beginning  at  the  10  level.

INITIATIVE 

Improving  Youth  Transitions 

Alberta  Education  is  doing  more  to  support 
school  jurisdictions  in  their  efforts  to  help 
students  make  easier  and  more  successful 
transitions  between  senior  high  school  and 
further  studies  or  the  workplace. 

Over  the  past  year,  the  School  Career 
Transitions  (SCT)  Initiative  team  has  worked 
with  and  are  supported  by  committees  of 
educators,  business,  post-secondary 
institutions,  professional  associations  and  other 
key  players  to: 

• help  students  build  better  career  planning 
skills 

• improve  student  employability  skills 


• expand  structured  pathways  into  the 
workplace  and  post-secondary  education 
programs 

• enhance  connections  among  key  players. 

Information  meetings  were  held  throughout  the 
province  in  February-March  1998.  Similar 
meetings  are  planned  for  March-April  1999. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  SCT  projects 
under  way: 

• A proposed  policy  on  Guidance, 

Counselling  and  Career  Development  has 
been  drafted,  which  includes  an  expectation 
that  all  secondary  students  will  complete  a 
portfolio  and  career  plan.  Educators  will  be 
invited  to  review  this  draft  policy  this  winter. 
Implementation  is  scheduled  for  September 
1999. 

• A Credit  to  Yourself,  a program  planning 
guide  for  Grade  9 students  entering  senior 
high  school,  has  been  revised  and  is 
scheduled  to  be  available  in  November 
1998. 

• Various  initiatives  have  been  undertaken  to 
improve  and  expand  off-campus  learning 
experiences  for  secondary  students.  These 
include: 

- developing  an  off-campus  manual  for 
employers — a publication  sponsored  by 
Careers:  The  Next  Generation 
reinforcing  the  importance  of  adhering 
to  the  Off-campus  Education  policy 
when  placing,  monitoring  and 
evaluating  students 

revising  the  Registered  Apprenticeship 
Program  Manual,  scheduled  to  be 
available  in  December  1998. 

• Working  with  Alberta  Advanced  Education 
and  Career  Development,  a new  system  is 
being  implemented  to  improve  student 
access  to  up-to-date,  just-in-time  career 
development  resources. 

• Templates  have  been  developed  to  help 
students  in  Grade  7 through  to  Grade  12 
create  career  skills  portfolios  and  develop 
and  maintain  learning/career  plans. 

• Strategies  and  support  materials  are  being 
developed  to: 

- enhance  parental  involvement  in  the 
career  development  process 

- improve  teacher  expertise  in  the  career 
development  process.

The  Parent  Advantage:  Helping  Students 
Become  Successful  Learners  at  Home  and 
School,  Grades  1-9  was  developed  in 
collaboration  with  the  Learning  Disabilities 
Association  of  Alberta  and  published  in  August 
1 998.  The  Parent  Advantage  is  available  from 
the  LRDC.  One  complimentary  copy  of  this 
resource  is  being  distributed  province  wide  to 
every  elementary  and  junior  high  school,  as  well 
as  their  school  councils. 

The  resource,  Teaching  Students  with 
Emotional  Disorders,  is  being  developed 
through  the  Western  Canadian  Protocol  (WCP). 
Alberta  is  the  lead  province.  The  intent  of  the 
resource  is  to  build  a better  understanding  of 
common  emotional  disorders  in  the  classroom 
and  to  provide  teachers  with  practical  strategies 
to  assist  them  in  teaching  students  with 
emotional  disorders.

English  language  arts 

Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 

Program  of  Studies 

The  new  Program  of  Studies  for  English 
Language  Arts,  Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 was 
made  available  for  optional  implementation  in 
September  1998.  Provincial  implementation  is 
scheduled  for  September  1999.  The  program 
of  studies  was  distributed  to  all  K-9  schools  in 
May  and  is  available  at  the  Alberta  Education 
web  site.  Print  copies  are  available  for 
purchase  from  the  LRDC. 

The  new  program  will  replace  the  Elementary 
Language  Learning  Program  of  Studies,  1991 
and  the  Junior  High  Language  Arts  Program  of 
Studies,  1987. 

Alberta  Education  has  worked  with  teachers  to 
develop  illustrative  examples  (lEs)  to  provide  a 
classroom  context  for  the  specific  outcome 
statements  in  the  program  of  studies.  A 
response  draft  of  the  Illustrative  Examples  for 
English  Language  Arts,  Kindergarten  to 
Grade  9 will  be  distributed  to  all  K-9  schools 
and  will  be  available  at  the  Alberta  Education 
web  site.  Teachers  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
review  and  respond  to  this  draft  of  the  lEs 
during  the  next  few  months.

Achievement  Tests

Partnerships 

Enrolment  in  languages  other  than  French  has 
expanded  considerably  in  the  last  five  years,  as 
has  intergovernmental  and  interagency  support 
for  these  programs.  The  development  of 
curriculum  frameworks  for  second  language 
and  bilingual  programming  under  the  Western 
Canadian  Protocol,  and  the  reestablishment  of 
a consultant  from  Germany  at  Alberta 
Education,  are  but  two  examples  of  growing 
intergovernmental  and  interagency  cooperation. 

A new  initiative  in  interagency  cooperation  in 
support  of  international  language  education  has 
been  the  formation  of  consortia.  The  consortia 
have  four  objectives: 

• to  facilitate  communication  and  networking 
among  consortium  partners  and  with  other 
bodies  interested  in  international  language 
education — community  and  parental 
groups;  business,  provincial,  federal  and 
foreign  governments 

• to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  limited 
financial  and  human  resources  and  avoid 
duplication  of  services 

• to  facilitate  the  raising  and  administering  of 
funds  for  carrying  out  mutually  beneficial 
projects 

• to  facilitate  the  formation  of  partnerships  for 
carrying  out  mutually  beneficial  projects  that 
will  address  the  following  language 
education  needs: 

- learning  resource  development  and 
publication,  or  learning  resource 
acquisition 

- curriculum  development 

- student  assessment 

- student  and  educator  exchanges 

- professional  development  of  educators. 

In  March  1997,  the  Ukrainian  Language 
Education  Consortium  was  formed.  Members 
include:  Alberta  Education,  the  Ukrainian 
Language  Education  Centre  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  Edmonton  Catholic  Regional  Division 
No.  40,  Edmonton  School  District  No.  7,  Elk 
Island  Public  Schools  Regional  Division  No.  14, 
and  Elk  Island  Catholic  Separate  Regional 
Division  No.  41. 

In  December  1997,  Alberta  Education  signed  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the 
Consulate  General  of  Italy  in  Vancouver  to 
support  Italian  language  education  in  Alberta 


schools.  This  agreement  has  stimulated  the 
formation  of  the  Italian  Language  Education 
Consortium  with  a membership  consisting  of 
Comitato  Attivita  Scolastiche  e Culturali  Italians, 
Comites,  Dante  Alighieri  Society,  Calgary 
Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  District  No.  1, 
Edmonton  Catholic  Regional  Division  No.  40, 
University  of  Alberta,  University  of  Calgary  and 
Alberta  Education. 

Negotiations  are  currently  under  way  with  the 
Government  of  Spain  with  a view  to  entering 
into  an  intergovernmental  agreement  in  support 
of  Spanish  language  education.  Spanish  is 
currently  the  fastest  growing  language  program 
in  Alberta  schools.

Applied  Mathematics  10-20-30 

Sixty-three  jurisdictions,  182  schools,  almost 
300  teachers  and  approximately  10  000 
students  are  participating  in  the  optional 
implementation,  field  validation,  of  Applied 
Mathematics  10  in  the  1998-1999  school  year. 
The  Applied  Mathematics  20  course  can  be 
optionally  implemented  in  September  1999,  and 
the  Applied  Mathematics  30  course  can  be 
optionally  implemented  in  September  2000. 
Provincial  implementation  of  Applied 
Mathematics  10  will  occur  in  September  1999, 
followed  by  Applied  Mathematics  20  in 
September  2000  and  Applied  Mathematics  30 
in  September  2001. 


Alberta  Education  has  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  Addison-Wesley  Longman  to 
prepare  applied  mathematics  materials  for  the 
Western  jurisdictions.  The  publisher  will  supply 
field  validation  schools  with  the  preprint  version 
of  these  resources  in  each  of  the  years  of 
optional  implementation. 

Pure  Mathematics  10-20-30 

Pure  Mathematics  10  was  provincially 
implemented  in  September  1998.  Pure 
Mathematics  20  will  be  provincially 
implemented  in  September  1999,  followed  by 
Pure  Mathematics  30  in  September  2000.

The  outcomes 
identified  are  scheduled  to  be  integrated  into 
the  Kindergarten  Program  Statement  in 
September  1999. 

The  focus  of  the  new  program  is  active  life 
skills/active  living.  The  aim  is  to  enable 
individuals  to  develop  the  knowledge,  skills  and 
positive  attitudes  necessary  to  lead  an  active, 
healthy  lifestyle.  A guide  to  implementation,  to 
support  the  program  of  studies,  is  currently 
under  development.  This  guide  is  to  include 
illustrated  examples,  assessment  strategies 
and  other  materials  that  will  assist  with 
implementation. 

During  the  1 998-1 999  school  year  there  will  be 
opportunities  to  participate  in  various 
professional  development  experiences  that  will 
assist  with  program  implementation;  e.g., 
participation  in  teacher  convention  sessions, 
conferences  and  workshops.  In  addition, 
Alberta  Education  has  plans  under  way  to 
provide  training  to  lead  teachers  in  each 
jurisdiction.

Secondary  Science  Update 

In  the  fall  of  1 997  all  secondary  science 
programs  were  reviewed  as  part  of  the  needs 
assessment,  and  revisions  are  now  being  made 
to  the  junior  high  science  programs.  Based  on 
the  findings  arising  from  the  needs  assessment, 
an  initial  proposal  for  the  secondary  science 
program  was  developed  and  approved  in  March 
1 998.  Following  the  approval  of  the  initial 
proposal,  work  began  on  revising  junior  high 
science  and  the  Science  10  and  Science  14 
courses.  Science  20,  24  and  30  are  scheduled 
to  be  revised  according  to  the  timelines  in  the 
accompanying  table.  High  school  biology, 
chemistry  and  physics,  and  the  elementary 
science  program  will  remain  unchanged  for  the 
next  five  years.

Schools  and  school  systems  are  encouraged  to 
provide  group  responses  by  December  21,  1998 
to  share  the  draft  documents  with  parent  councils 
and  interested  community  members. 


Summary  Results  of  the  May  1998 
Grades  7-8  Science  and  Senior  High 
Science  Questionnaires 

In  May  1998,  two  questionnaires  and  a first 
consultative  draft  of  Science  7 and  8 were 
mailed  to  schools.  The  summary  comments 
from  these  questionnaires  were  considered  by 


the  Grades  7-12  Science  Development 
Committee  in  revising  Science  7 and  8,  and  in 
the  preparation  of  the  first  draft  of  Science  9,  10 
and  14. 

Questionnaire  and  the  First  Consultative  Draft 
of  Science  7 and  8 

The  questionnaire  accompanying  the  first 
consultative  draft  of  Science  7 and  8 asked 
respondents  to  comment  on  points  such  as: 

• program  scope,  depth  and  difficulty  level 

• array  of  topics 

• program  balance — knowledge;  skills; 
science,  technology,  society  and 
environment  [STSE];  and  attitudes 

• developmental  appropriateness. 

In  general,  respondents  were  satisfied  with  the 
scope  of  the  program  and  with  the  array  of 
topics  proposed.  New  topics  were  generally 
well-supported;  only  a few  respondents 
expressed  a preference  for  topics  in  the  current 
program  of  studies  that  did  not  appear  in  the 
new  draft.  Some  fine  tuning  of  outcomes  was 
encouraged  to  ensure  a smooth  transition  from 
elementary  through  junior  high  school  and 
senior  high  school,  and  to  provide  appropriate 
links  to  other  programs — in  particular  to  health 
and  mathematics.  Respondents  also 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the  emphasis  on 
skills  and  STSEs,  and  with  the  balance  among 
different  areas  of  knowledge.  Other  strengths 
identified  were  the  clarity  and  detail  of  outcome 
statements,  and  the  suitability  of  the  overall 
program  design.  The  use  of  examples  to  clarify 
the  breadth  and  depth  of  outcomes  was  very 
well  received. 

Though  the  responses  to  the  first  draft  were 
very  positive,  some  concerns  were  identified.  A 
third  of  the  respondents  expressed  concern  that 
the  amount  of  material  students  would  have  to 
learn  would  not  be  achievable  within  100 
instructional  hours.  Some  trimming  of  content 
was  recommended.  A few  of  the  knowledge 
outcomes  were  identified  as  being  too  difficult 
for  students.  In  general,  respondents  felt  the 
draft  Grade  7 science  program  to  be  an 
appropriate  follow-up  to  the  elementary  science 
program  but  were  less  certain  that  all  topics  in 
Grade  8 had  a strong  link  to  topics  in  Grade  7. 
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Senior  High  Science  Questionnaire:  Making 
the  Best  Use  of  Existing  Program  Sequences 

A preliminary  step  in  revising  the  Science 
14-24  and  Science  10-20-30  programs,  was 
the  administration  of  a questionnaire  that  asked 
the  following  specific  questions. 

• Roles:  What  should  be  the  primary  and 
secondary  roles  of  these  program 
sequences  in  meeting  student  needs? 

• Design  Criteria:  What  criteria  should  we 
use  in  selecting  and  framing  the  content — 
knowledge,  skills,  attitudes  and  STSE 
connections — of  each  sequence? 

• Structure  and  Transfer  Points:  How  many 
courses/levels  should  be  provided  for  each 
sequence,  and  what  should  be  the  transfer 
points  among  course  levels? 


There  are  no  plans  to  develop  a Science 

13- 23-33  program.  The  goal  of  current 
revisions  is  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  existing 
program  sequences,  one  for  post-secondary 
studies  and  the  other  for  meeting  minimum 
graduation  standards.  The  revised  Science 

14- 24  program  will  be  of  sufficient  standard  to 
provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to  enter  a 
10-20-30  program  sequence  and  to  meet 
minimum  graduation  requirements  for  direct 
entry  into  the  workplace.

Focus  Group  Meetings 


Respondents  told  us  the  primary  role  of 
Science  14-24  should  be  to  provide  students 
with  science  knowledge  that  would  permit  them 
to  transfer  to  a 10-20-30  sequence  and 
prepare  them  for  further  studies  in  arts, 
business  and  journalism.  A direct  consequence 
of  this  would  be  to  increase  the  standards  for 
Science  14-24. 

Respondents  reconfirmed  that  the  role  of 
Science  10-20-30  should  be  to  prepare 
students  for  science  and  technology-based 
careers  and  for  post-secondary  studies.  For 
Science  20-30,  very  few  responses  were 
received,  and  more  importantly,  there  was  little 
consensus  on  program  revisions.  The  advice 
of  the  Grades  7-12  Science  Development 
Committee,  and  review  of  first  drafts,  will  be 
important  in  making  revisions  to  these  courses. 
Revisions  to  Science  20-30  will  be  such  that 
the  current  resources  will  continue  to  support 
the  program. 

Regarding  transfer  points,  respondents  were  in 
favour  of  students  transferring  from  Science  14 
to  Science  10  and  from  Science  24  to  Science 
20  and  Biology  20. 

In  terms  of  program  structure,  there  was  no 
support  for  the  creation  of  a Science  34  course; 
there  are  no  plans  to  develop  Science  34.  As 
well,  opinion  was  divided  on  whether  or  not 
Science  14-24  should  be  retained  or  replaced 
with  new  course  numbers.  Some  respondents 
suggested  an  additional  Science  13-23-33 
sequence  is  needed,  or  alternatively,  that 
Science  20-30  be  renumbered  23-33. 


On  the  invitation  of  school  jurisdictions,  Bernie 
Galbraith  and  Raja  Panwar,  Program 
Managers,  Science,  Curriculum  Standards 
Branch,  will  participate  in  focus  group  meetings 
organized  by  local  school  districts  in  November. 
This  type  of  focus  group  meetings  can  provide 
opportunities  for  secondary  science  teachers  to 
review  and  respond  directly  to  the  draft.

The  second  reading  and  writing  assessment  of 
the  School  Achievement  Indicators  Program 
(SAIP),  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Ministers 
of  Education,  Canada  (CMEC),  was 
administered  this  spring  and  marked  during  the 
summer.  Random  samples  of  students,  aged

The  Office  of  the  Information  and  Privacy 
Commissioner  is  offering  information  sessions 
for  senior  high  school  students  on  issues 
surrounding  privacy  and  the  protection  of 
privacy.

Exercise  2:  Privacy  Attitudes  Survey — A look  at 
who  may  ask  for  certain  types  of  information 
and  how  you  feel  about  giving  out  this 
information.
